Nationally, through action of the 
General Synod, our denomination cen- 
ters attention on an emphasis for a 
two-year period or a four-year span, 
Chosen long in advance, each emphasis 
is prestudied by a special committee, 
which then introduces it to a biennial 
General Synod meeting in June for im- 
plementation the following January. 


After a four-year emphasis on ur- 
banization just concluded, comes the 
current theme, “The Local Church in 
God’s Mission”. Already chosen by the 
Synod for 1969-70 is an emphasis on 
Stewardship. 


“The Local Church in God’s Mis- 
sion”, the theme for 1968-69 demands 
that the local church be the chief car- 
rier of the story of God’s loving con- 
cern for the welfare of all mankind 
and the dignity and destiny of every 
human. being.” 


The coordinators of the denomina- 
tion’s 1968-69 emphasis state that “The 
Mission is God’s and he intends the 
redemption of the whole world. Our 
task is to participate in his mission, 
to join God in the world He loves, Each 
congregation is under mandate to dis~- 
cover and fulfill God’s specific assign- 
ment where people are lonely, search- 
ing for meaning, hungry, blind, lame, 
longing for peace; needing deliverance 
from whatever cripples and imprisons 
taeir spirits,” 


How shall the church relate to the 
growing power of youth, to the know- 
ledge explosion, to the increasing role 
of government? What shall we say of 
the socalled “new morality” and of the 
ever increasing gap between the 
“haves” and “have-nots” in our own 
land and throughout the world? How 
do the leisure revolution, the changing 
patterns of family life and projected 
human life from a test tube affect the 
role of our church in God’s mission? 
These are a few of the questions with 
which local congregations of our con- 
ference will grapple in the coming 
months as they participate in the 1968- 
69 Emphasis

Where the Action Is, produced re- 
cently by the United Presbyterians, 
is a sound filmstrip of 156 frames, de- 
signed primarily for use in relatively 
small groups interested in the serious 
study of their churches’ lay education 
program, “It is only a stmiulant:— a 
starting point. While endeavoring to be 
realistic, it paints no rosy picture, nor 
does it provide pat answers or easy 
solutions to the questions it raises. It 
is meant to encourage decision makers 
in each local church to engage in ser- 
ious study” of the continuing educa- 
tion of its older young people and 
adults.

National Boards 
Report Great Need 


David M. Stowe, general secretary 
fer overseas ministries, National Coun- 
cil of Churches and a director of the 
UC Board for World Ministries, spoke 
on “Why Mission Today?” He gave 
three reasons; “Because this is a world 
in which one out of every three child- 
ren now alive will bear to the end of 
his days on earth — and they may not 
be many — the irreversible effects of 
malnutrition upon his body and upon 
his mind, Because there are far more 
people alive today who have never 
really heard about God than ever be- 
fore in Christian history.” 

“Only about half of the UC Board 
for Homeland Ministries budget comes 
from living donors,” reports Mrs, Jud- 
son Fiebiger, who attended the meet- 
ing in Memphis, Tenn., in Novemper. 

“Legacies, income from investments 
cf funds left by those who have gone 
before us and money from unrestricted 
reserves account for much of the bal- 
ance used by the Board.” Receipts 
from Our Christian World Mission tor 
the first half of 1967 by the Board have 
been less than a year ago. We must 
reverse the trend.” 

Dr. Ben Herbster, president of the 
United Church of Christ, reminds all 
conferences that at the General Synod 
it was voted we should give all areas 
of need a proportionate amount of the 
mission dollar, 

Therefore it was resolved that our 
churches work toward the goal of hay- 
ing OUR CHRISTIAN WORLD MIS- 
SION equal at least 25% of current op- 
erating expenses, with an ultimate goal 
of $1 for OCWM and $1 for current 
expenses, 

The same resolution urged that only 
one-third of the mission dollar be used 
within the state. When churches so 
give, the conference can also.
